What isn’t generally known is 
that the important feature of the 
exploding population is not the 
total, but the breakdown.

Older 


1. The population steadily is 
growing older. Medical advances, 
plus research in the field of the 
aging, enables science to extend 
life. Some of this is unpleasant. 

' One of the worst aspects is the 
great increase in nursing homes 
where helpless, vegetable-like old 
persons wait for death. On the 
other hand, there is an increasing 
number of ancient mariners who 
are hale and hardy in their 
eighties.

3. Perhaps the greatest change 
is in the ratio of men to women. 
In 1910 there were 1,060 males to 
every 1,000 females. Since then 
the number of males somewhat 
mysteriously has been declining. 
In 1958 there were only 981 males 
to every 1,000 females. The ex- 
perts, peering at their research 
projections, say that by 2000 the 
ratio will be even smaller. 


In births the males have a 
slight lead. But, life expectancy 
isn’t as great for men as women. 
More and more males continue to 
pop off from strokes, heart at- 
tacks, and various complications 
involving booze and fat. To be 
sure, there are plenty of ladies 
who are listed as too fat, psycho- 
tics and alcoholics. But they don’t 
die off as fast as men. 


The plain fact, bereft of any ex- 
planations, is that life expectancy 
is rising, but it is climbing more 
for women than men. 


Researchers in this field, mostly 
men, explain it by saying that it 
is man who is out there where the 
fall-out. from life is most dan- 
gerous. He takes the stresses and 
tensions of modern industrial and 
business competition. He must 
crank himself up faster and faster. 
The Little Woman sleeps late, has 
help, and endures fewer stresses. 


Whatever the reasons, women 
are living longer than men. 


New Babies 
The birth rate goes up. Up until 


declining 
babies. But, since 1946 the total 
has increased. An average of 
three children per woman means 
about a 50 per cent increase in 
population each generation. The 
astonishing ‘‘fertility factor” is 
explained by better knowledge of

GENEVA—The Western powers 
have drafted and agreed upon a 
set of basic principles for a peace 
settlement with an all-German 
government to counter the Soviet 
Union’s proposal for a peace 
treaty with the parts of divided 
Germany. 


This document is based on a 
United States draft as modified 
during many recent four-power 
sessions in Washington, Paris and 
London. 


It has not yet been decided 
when the draft will be introduced 
at the current meeting of the for- 
eign ministers of France, Britain 
and the United States with So- 
viet Foreign Minister Gromyko. 


The 10 principles enunciated in 
the draft constitute a logical 
corollary to the Western. “‘pack- 
age” proposal for phased pro- 
gress toward German reunifica- 
tion and European security. 


The treaty principles specify 
that a settlement should be negoti- 
ated by the four responsible 
powers — France, Britain, the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union — with 
an all-German government and

WASHINGTON — The Northern

In Georgia 


About 50,000 Georgians will be 


affected by a bill signed by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower Tuesday to in- 
crease retirement and unemploy- 
ment benefits to railroad workers.

The negotiations for a treaty on 
outlawing nuclear tests have been 
hung up on the intricate problem 
of a technical conference—a prob- 
lem that is part science, part 
semantics and part diplomatic 
poker. The West says the corifer- 
ence is an essential for the sign- 
ing of a treaty. The Soviet Union 
says it is essentially a waste of 
time. 

The Russians have agreed to 
one part of the West’s outline of 
a technical conference—the study 
of methods of detecting test ex- 
plosions more than 30 miles above 
the earth’s surface. 


Secretary of State Herter and 
British Foreign Secretary Lloyd 
went to see Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Gromyko Tucsday and tried 
to persuade him to persuade Pre- 
mier Khrushchev to accept the 
rest of the West's proposals for 
a conference. 


The three foreign ministers 


'reached no conclusions. 


But some points did emerge 
from the meeting. 


1. Gromyko agreed to have his 
experts work out the framework 
of the conference as soon as Mos- 
cow would agree to it.

Atomic Pacts for Allies 
Sent to Congress by Ike

WASHINGTON—President Eisenhower sent to 
Congress Tuesday agreements to help Britain in the 
production of atomic weapons and France in the devel- 
opment of an atomic submarine. 


In brief messages to Congress, 
the President said the coopera- 
tive agreements would further 
the goal of mutual defense and 
result in the conservation of 
scientific manpower and efforts. 


The agreements were signed 
with the two nations on May 7. 
They will go into effect auto 
matically in 60 days unless vetoed 
by both the House and Senate. 
No substantial congressional op- 
position is expected. 

The more sweeping agreement 
with Britain provides for close 
co-operation between the two na- 
tions in the development and pro- 
duction of atomic warheads and 
the weapons to deliver them. 


Under the agreement, the US. 
will supply Britain with the non- 
nuclear parts of atomic weapons 
“for the purpose of improving the 
United Kingdom’s state of train- 
ing and operation readiness.”

Liberally sprinkled in among the 
well-established agencies were the cronies 
and the politically influential. There 
were some who did not have licenses 
to write insurance and others who ap- 
parently obtained licenses for the prin- 
cipal purpose of getting a slice of the pie. 

A goodly number of legislators and 
state officials were dealt in. And it 
should come as a surprise to no one that 
Bainbridge firms and individuals fared 
well. 

But the favorite was a Pine Insurance 
Co., of Atlanta, which is not listed in the 
city directory. Its guiding light, however, 
turns out to have had considerable ex- 
perience in serving as an agent in vari- 
ous kinds of dealings with the state. 

The manner in which the insurance 
patronage was handled lends weight to 
House Speaker George Smith’s recom- 
mendation that the state carry its own 
insurance. Statistics show it would re- 
sult in a saving. It also should be noted 
that such an arrangement has worked 
well for the State School Building Au- 
thority. 

In addition, there is the element of 
stability to be considered in connection 
with the self-insurance plan. The State 
Capitol, although it has been shaken 
from time to time, stays put at an address 
that’s listed. 


Inadequate Schools Do 


Children a Disservice 


Dearing, a small and pleasant city 
near Thomson, has lost an appeal before 
the State Board of Education. It is an old 
story. Dearing wanted to keep its high 
school. There was no good argument ex- 
cept that the children would have to 
leave early to go to the consolidated high 
school. Local pride made citizens want 
to keep “our school.” Merchants, too, 
quite understandably did not want to 
lose it. 


We have the utmost sympathy for the 
good people of Dearing. Of course, they 
don’t want to lose their school. They are 
taking a position which is typical. But 
it also is wrong. Parents speak of “our 
school.” It is the children’s school. It is 
not a matter exclusively for local pride. 
It is one of education. 

The people who are about to lose 
small high schools almost always argue 
about everything except the welfare of 
the children. The records show Dearing 
has an average attendance of 58. It rates 
three teachers. Now the hard facts are 
that a child going to any school so small 
and so understaffed can’t get a high 
school education no matter how dedicated 
the teachers may be. Any Dearing student 
who wants advanced math, high school 
physics, high school chemistry—can't 
get it. 

People do not mean to be selfish but 
almost invariably when a school is about 
to be closed the parents forget that the 
real objective is an adequate education 
for their children. 

We urge upon all communities with 
schools which, however hard they try, 
cannot provide a real high school educa- 
tion to support consolidation for the wel- 
fare and future of their children. They 
should not be sacrificed merely to keep an 
inadequate school going.

Now faced with a demand from dn 
official under investigation that his law- 
yer be permitted to appear with him be- 
fore the Fulton County Grand Jury, Sol. 
Gen. Paul Webb or somebody should plan 
a test of this ridiculous law which grants 
special privileges to public officials in 
the courts. 

Constitutionality of the law certainly 
should be determined. Why should pub- 
lic officials have a special status denied 
the rest of us? Why should they have 
the right to try their cases before grand 
juries? 

It is a matter of concern to the av- 
erage citizen to learn that public officials 
are exempt from grand jury rules which 
apply to him. The man in the street who 
has been wondering why certain officials 
have been so contemptuous of his inter- 
ests begins to see the light. 

Meanwhile, we hope Sol. Webb will 
clarify as speedily as possible the status 
of his special assistant, Paul Cadenhead. 
And “an abundance of caution” does call 
for redrafting any indictments which may 
be in doubt under legal technicalities. 

But how this law which grants spe- 
cial rights to public officials before grand 
juries ever got on the books is quite a 
puzzle. How it has escaped public at- 
tention prior to this time is even more 
so. Now that it has come to light, how- 
ever, it should be tested and if found 
unconstitutional, it should be repealed.

Misnamed ‘F air-Traders’ 


Lobby for High Prices 


Last Thursday the House Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee hit 
the American consumer hard below the 
belt by approving the misnamed federal 
“fair-trade” bill. 

This vicious price-fixing bill goes 
against the grain of every American who 
believes in price competition and the free 
enterprise system. “Fair trade” is short 
for resale price maintenance. There’s 
absolutely nothing fair about “fair trade.” 
It is special-interest, lobbyist-inspired 
legislation, price-fixing pure and simple. 

In essence the bill would make it a 
federal offense for any retailer to sell 
fair-trade items below a price set by the 
manufacturers. In actuality, this mini- 
mum price is set so as to guarantee a 
profit to both manufacturer and retailer. 
“Fair trade” penalizes efficient retailers 
and coddles the inefficient at the expense 
of the consumer. In short, “fair trade” 
is a scheme to push high prices still 
higher! 

Twenty states have rejected “fair 
trade” at the state level. It is ironic that 
businessmen, masquerading behind “‘fair- 
trade” sloganeering in the pursuit of col- 
lective profits, would stab in the back 
the very system which makes profits 
possible and which permits them to en- 
joy the fruits of price competition. 

It is incomprehensible that the House 
Commerce Committee could pass such 
special-interest, price-fixing legislation 
as this. Congress should rectify its com- 
mittee’s error and turn thumbs down em- 
phatically at once on this soak-the-con- 
sumer bill.

In Moral Courage 


The resignation of John Foster Dulles serves 
once more to remind all of us of the genius of 
democracy to bring forth worthy servants to the 


Neither the Elsenhower admin- 
istration nor Congress is paying 
great heed to this slow erosion in 

the Western Hemisphere. But a 
ped quiet men are pressing con- 
stantly for facing up to the reali- 
ties in Latin America before it is 
too late for us, as it is too late 
for the British in the Middle East. 

One of these men is Sen. George 
Smathers of Florida, whose 
awareness of Latin America is 
sharpened by his political loca- 
tion. Smathers for years has been 
telling the administration and 
Congress that things are not good 
for us south of the border. 

Communism is an increasing 
force. Anti-Americanism is grow- 
ing, partly because of our own 
faults. But most of all, economic 
problems aside, the danger in 
Latin America comes from the ab- 
sence of restrained military power, 

What is the answer? It is to 
supply what is now absent — a 
real and collective military power 
in Latin America which the Latin 
Americans themselves would re- 
spect and not suspect. Smathers 
and others, therefore, are work- 
ing for the establishment of an 
all-American international police 
force, made up of volunteers from 
all the 21 Pan American nations. 

Such a force might one day 
avoid in the new world the chaos 
now gripping the ancient Middle 
East. And it might avert the clear 
possibility of an ultimate loss of 
practical U.S, influence right here 
in the Western Hemisphere.

Such agreement would be impossible in a democracy 


where each man is told of his responsibility to think for himself. 


Mr. Dulles never sought or de- 
manded the unqualified acquies- 
cence of others to all principles 
for which he stood. But we can 
with gratitude recognize his 
stature among all men of good 
will and his willingness to give 
of his mind and strength to the 
only things which really matter 
to men of all political persua- 
sions: the strength and leader- 
ship of our nation in times when 
strength and leadership mean 
not only the continuance of our 
way of life but also the enabling 
of other nations to rise to roles 
of strong and cooperative respon- 
sibility. 

Mr. Dulles has often been 
criticized by. America’s friends 
abroad because his arguments 
have seemed to be premised upon 
moral rather than political. con- 
siderations. Even people who 
share the great spiritual heritage 
that we cherish have been skep- 
tical of Mr. Dulles’ language. It 
is as though they wonder 
whether a man can really base 
foreign policy on moral bases. 

Yet I do believe that Mr. 
Dulles has done his best, as 
God and experience offer light 
and guidance, to implement for- 
eign policy with the fundamental 
religious teachings of America’s 
churches. He has seemed to me

to be a Christian who felt it pos- 
sible to take his convictions into 
the arena of international poli- 
tics. This I think he has done 
with integrity and good grace. 

Many of us remember that Mr. 
Dulles was an eloquent spokes- 
man for American foreign pol- 
licy.. We remember that day 
long ago when his words made 
churchmen mindful of the role 
of religion in the building of a 
just and durable peace. We re- 
member hearing him speak to all 
kinds of assemblies of Christians 
on the application of Christian 
principles to world crises. 

He did not wear his convictions 
on -his sleeve, but his beliefs 
were one with his various utter- 
ances and his leadership. His re- 
ligious . faith has been broad 
enough to represent honorably all 
Christian traditions and deep 
enough to reflect his understand- 
ing of the will of God. 

No estimate of Mr. Dulles’ posi- 
tion can now be made, but men 
of all parties have spoken highly 
of the quality of his service and 
of the integrity of his mind. I 
know of no one who has ques- 
tioned his sincerity and honesty, 

We need more men of Mr. 
Dulles’ caliber, of his devotion 
to America, and of his mighty 
concern for human welfare.

WASHINGTON—The news of the nation’s re- 
sounding recovery should not be limited to the 
financial pages. It has the most far-reaching po- 
litical importance—at home and overseas, now and into the elections 


of 1960. The rapid pace of the upturn and the near certainty that 
it will continue to mount or at least hold firm to the end of next 
year mean that the political consequences are going to be larger in 


the coming months, 

They are already visible on 
these four significant fronts: 

1. The fiscal policies of the ad- 
ministration are looking better 
than ever. They are being justi- 
fied by events. There is no better 
test. The refusal of the President 
and Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert Anderson to panic in the 
face of the recession and to at- 
tempt frantically to manipulate 
the economy by lower taxes and 
deficit spending is now showing 
itself demonstrably sound. The 
whole country can see it. 

2. The President's legislative 
program is going to fare better tn 
Congress, To have been “right” 
on the recovery means that the 
Democratic congressional leaders 
will not find it easy to refuse the 
President or override him. on 
other matters. 

3. Just as the recession helped 
to strike down the Republicans in 
the 1958 election, so the oncoming 
prosperity will greatly enhance 
eee prospects next year 
in the congressional and 
sceakdeatial campaigns. The out- 
look is that by mid-1960 the econ- 
omy will be producing at the rate 
of a half-trillion dollar ($500,000,- 
000,000) Gross ee Product. 

4. The strength and resilience 


of the American economy are en- 
hancing our position abroad as 
well as giving the lie to the Com- 
munist fixation that capitalism 
just has to curl up and die. It isn’t 
doing any such thing. 

All this does not mean there 
will be no deficiencies in the 
economy despite the high levels of 
prosperity. There will be. 

We face the prospect of consid- 
erable unemployment—perhaps 5 
per cent—in the midst of the na- 
tion’s highest employment. This is, 


‘in part, a technological unem- 


ployment brought about by shift- 
ing consumer and automa- 
tion.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. ®—A 
striking carpenters’ union gave 1,- 
500 transport and teamsters work- 
ers permission to cross picket 
lines at the missile testing center 
Tuesday so scheduled launchings 
won't be interrupted. 


All three unions made it plain, 
however, that the move is tem- 
porary and concerns only missiles 
now on launching pads. 


About 1,000 building tradesmen 
continued to respect the picket 
lines set up by the 115 striking 
carpenters. 


A carpenter spokesman declared 
that if no contract agreement is 
reached by the time the sched- 
uled rocket has been fired, “‘con 
tractors in dispute with our union 
must accept full responsibility for 
any future interruptions of the 
missile program.”’ 


So far, missile launchings have 
not been affected. 


Members of the Transport and 
Teamsters Union are employed by 
Pan American World Airways, 
which performs most of the main- 
tenance and support functions at 
the missile center under govern- 
ment contract. 


The carpenters set up pickets 
last Friday at the test center and 
nearby Patrick Air Force Base 
in a wage dispute with the Pat- 
rick ‘Air Force Base Contractors 
Association.

“The modern approach to 
mental health is one of more 
treatment and less custody. 


“Instead of looking upon a 
mentally ill person as ‘crazy’ or 
‘insane’ and isolating him in a 
hospital that is outside the main 
stream of society, we need to 
keep him close to us. We need to 
kéep him in the community.”

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GEORGIAN ATTACKS CIVIL RIGHTS BILLS 


Macon’s Charles J. Bloch Addresses Senate Subcommittee 


Shield ‘Rights of All,’ 
Asks Macon’s Bloch

WASHINGTON—Charles J. Bloch, Macon, Ga., at- 
torney, attacked civil rights legislation here Tuesday as 
a continuing political effort to make Negro citizens “the 


special favorite of the laws.”’ 
“‘Why are the rights of a Negro | 


in a school case decree any more 
to be protected than those of any 
litigant under any federal court 
decree?”’’, Bloch asked a Senate 
Judiciary subcommittee. 


The Macon lawyer was specifi- 
cally criticizing one of the fea- 
tures of civil rights legislation, 
being considered by the subcom- 
mittee, that would make it a fed- 
eral offense for anyone to ob- 
struct or threaten to interfere 
with enforcement of a school de- 
segregation court order. 


“Is not the Justice department 
interested in compelling the exer- 
cise of rights or the performance 
of duties under ALL orders, judg- 
ments or decrees of the United 
States courts?”’ Bloch asked. 


“We are not ‘babes in the 
woods.’ We know, of course, that 
this bill is just another one to 
‘woo the colored vote.’ ”’ 


Bloch added that “if this is 
good legislation, let it be amend- 
ed so as to protect the rights of 
all citizens under federal court 
decrees and not merely the rights 
of Negroes in cases involving the 
segregation of races in the 
schools.” 


Bloch also questioned the wis- 
dom of another feature of several 
civil rights bills before the sub- 
committee, which would make it 
a federal offense to flee to avoid 
prosecution for unlawful destruc- 
tion of educational or religious 
structures. 


LIMIT QUESTIONED 

“Why limit the structures?” 
Bloch asked. “Is it not just as 
reprehensible to destroy a factory 
in which 5,000 people may be 
working or a government build- 


ing in which affairs of the govern- 
ment are being conducted as it 
is to destroy a school or a 
church?”’ 


The Georgian, recognized as an 
authority on constitutional law, 
made a scholarly appearance be- 
fore the Senate panel in a legal- 
istic argument that the U.S. Su- 
preme Court in its 1954 decision, 


outlawing segregated public 
schools, disregarded all legal 
precedent. 


Bloch also cited chapter and 
verse of a Communist Party plat- 
form in 1928 that called for an 
end to all racial discrimination in 
America, and then proceeded to 
point out a long list of federal 
court orders and federal execu- 
tive actions that have accom- 
plished most of the Communist ob- 
jectives. 

MANY DECISIONS CITED 

The Macon man cited a long 
list of court decisions by Su- 
preme Court justices, including 
Chief Justice Taft, Justices 
Holmes, Brandeis and others that 
upheld the “separate but equal” 
doctrine until 1944 when subse- 
quent courts began striking down 
that doctrine without the consti- 
tution ever having been changed. 


Bloch blamed the . Supreme 
Court’s modern day trend on poli- 
tics and the migration of Negroes 
to Northern cities coincident with 
the South’s loss of political power 
when the Democratic Party abol- 
ished its two-thirds vote rule for 
selecting presidential nominees. 


John Sammons Bell, Atlanta at- 
torney, and chairman of the State 
Democratic Committee, is sched- 
uled to testify later this week in 
opposition to the civil rights bills, 
as is Hugh Grant of Augusta.

Several Dearing residents ap- 
peared with their attorneys in an 
effort to persuade the state board 
to reverse the McDuffie board’s 
consolidation order. 


They told the board Dearing’s 
farm economy would suffer and 
some Dearing students would 
have to ride as much as 56 miles 
round trip to school every day if 
the McDuffie board’s decision 
were allowed to stand.

Hard Lymph Nodes 
Are Danger Signals 


People often wonder what the 


lymph and lymph node or lymph 
gland. The word lymph in itS de- 
rivation means water. The fluid 
contained in the body, called 
lymph, was so named because, in 
contrast to the blood, it is color- 
less like water. 


Lymph oozes out of the blood 
vessels into pools that become 
channels and are called lymph 
vessels. They are found every- | 
where in the body and have along 
their course several hundred so- 
called lymph nodes. 


This combination of lymph ves- 
sels and lymph nodes constitutes 
part of what is called the lymph- 
atic system. The nodes are im- 
portant in several ways. They act 
as filtration centers for debris 
from the body cells as well as for 
bacteria that have found their 
way into the body. It is also of 
interest that in them the blood 
cells, called lymphocytes, are 
formed. These nodes also form 
the so-called antibodies that are 
necessary for certain chemical re- 
actions. 


By pressing with the fingers we 
rarely feel any of these little 
lymph nodes when we are in 
good health, although many of 
them lie not too far beneath the 
skin. You will perhaps remember 
that when a doctor does a com- 
plete examination, he feels the 
sides of your neck, your armpits 
and your groin. His purpose in 
that examination is to determine 
whether or not any enlargement 
of these lymph nodes is present. 


If there is an enlargement of 
lymph nodes in any of these 
areas, it is a sign that something 
is wrong. The cause may be rela- 
tively innocuous; as, for instance, 
when you have a sore throat and 
you yourself can feel swollen 
glands at the sides of your neck. 


Infection, both of the acute and 
chronic kind, may cause swollen 
lymph glands and this means that 
these little structures are doing 
their work in filtering bacteria. 
Sometimes they work so hard at 
it that they become deeply in- 
fected themselves. 


Disease of the lymphatic system 
itself may cause enlargement of 
lymph nodes which are then usu- 
ally felt as firm hard glands. In 
leukemia enlarged lymph glands

South’s opening bid of one dia- 
mond was routine, as was part- 
ner’s response of one heart. When 
North heard partner’s rebid of 
two clubs he was convinced the 
hand was good for at least a 
small slam in clubs. But the bet- 
ter to explore the full potentiali- 
ties of the hand he temporized 
with a bid of two spades. South 
bid two no trump, and North 
then showed his true colors by 
contracting for six clubs. 


This should have pleased South 
immensely, but driven by greed 
he chose the higher scoring con- 
tract of six no trump. The suit 
slam, it will be observed, is about 
as routine as anyone would wish 
for, but at no trump fulfilment 
required considerable luck and 
a bit of good management. 


West opened his fourth best 
spade. Observing that develop- 
ment of the heart suit was man- 
datory, South won the trick in 
dummy with the ace and led a 
low heart. East was compelled 
to stay off, because if he took the 
king the entire heart suit would 
become éstablished for declarer, 
yielding the four tricks necessary 
to bring the total to 12. Suspect- 
ing that East held a double stop- 
per in hearts, declarer, who at 
this point had 10 cashable tricks, 
now turned his attention to the 
diamond suit. That suit would 
provide the necessary tricks if 
West held the queen or if the dia- 
monds were split 3-3. He there- 
fore led the deuce of diamonds 
towards dummy. West took the 
queen and shifted to a heart. De- 
clarer rose with the ace, cashed 
the jack of diamonds, and his 
hand was now solid.

My father died 
12 years ago, but the name he left as a scientist, surgeon, Christian 
is still well remembered by his brothers in the field.

Lure of the Lizards 


CLARK HILL, Ga.—Darkness had chased reluc- 
tant daylight fishermen into Sportsman’s Camp res- 
taurant where some of the biggest bass in the world 
are landed. They catch many prize fish here in the 
Little River area but, like most fishing sites, the bass 
invariably grow larger an hour or so after departing 
from the water. 


Around the room they were swapping stories, reviewing the 
day's catches, discussing the “hot spots” on the lake and making 
plans for another day. 


- Tommy Shaw, the dieitedohe proprietor and one of the finest 
fishermen to wet a hook, Tommy Reeder, the sporting goods dealer, 
Red Christopher, a beverage dealer, and this Little League angler 
were huddled at a table. 


“I only caught nine today,” said Christopher, 
“We've really been having good luck lately.” 


A man who “only caught nine” caught my ear on his first 
cast. It’s fashionable to solicit advice from such people, so I 
promptly inquired whether he was using live bait. 


_ “Spring lizards,”’ Christopher replied. “‘The bass are really hit- 
ting ‘em these days. Not hitting ‘em exactly. They ease the lizard 
off the bed, then you hook ’em. You can’t be too quick.” 


Shaw gave Christopher the type of stare a man unarmed with 
a green coat would get in the winner's circle at the Masters. 


Elite fishermen such as Shaw, Charlie Elliott, John Martin and 
Everett Roach look down their reels at lizard fishermen. They in- 
sist that it takes the sport out of bass fishing.

the bass the type of bait they want. I'm not going to argue with the 
bass; if they want lizards . . . I'll get ‘em lizards.” 


A scientific devotee of fishing, such as amusement editor 
Paul Jones, pays close attention to Solunar Guides and all fish- 
ing literature. He also snubs lizards, having read that it’s un- 
fashionable. Mr. Jones had warned that last Sunday wasn’t a 
favorable day for fishing, so 1 asked Christopher to explain 
his success, 


“T fish a lot,” he said, “but I don’t pay any attention to signs 
and such. I say that if you find the fish they will bite. Bass can’t 
read the signs.” 


‘“‘That’s exactly right,’’ Shaw said. ‘Finding the fish is the most 
important thing about fishing. I believe I’ve fished every big lake 
in Georgia. You don’t have to be a good fisherman to catch fish; 
you do have to be a fisherman to find them.” 


Even fishermen must sleep, or at least that’s what I thought, so 
we said good night after Christopher suggested an early start the 
next morning. We should have gone to the boat, instead of the cabin, 
for the moon was still out when Reeder announced that the next 
morning had arrived. 


——-Sportsmen Can Use Live Bait 


Reeder, armed with a boat, depth finder and tackle box be 
fitting a sporting goods dealer, also scorned the use of lizards. 


“We'll get-you a few,” he said, ‘‘for Shaw and I don’t use them.” 


Soon we were off and motoring into the dark blue yonder. The 
bass were obviously still sleeping, for a complete display of fishing 
equipment failed to disturb them for an hour or so. They weren't 
even interested in moving lizards out of their bed, as Christopher 
had assured me they would. 


Business soon perked up, however, and I caught a small bass. 


Reeder landed one even smaller on an artificial black worm. 
Shaw, the Ted Williams in our lineup, also got a small one on his 
trusty Imp. 


‘Tf Outlar can catch one, those lizards must be what they’re 
looking for,’’ Reeder said, joining the league of lizard fishermen. He 
soon pulled in a six-pounder obviously intent on committing suicide, 
since the fish escaped once, then hit for keeps after the reprieve. 


When we returned for a ‘“‘late’’ breakfast at 8 a.m., the score- 
board read: Reeder 2, Shaw 1, Outlar 1. 


I suggested that we procure more lizards, heckling Shaw about 
his Imp. 


‘You'll be wanting to borrow an Imp before the day is. over,” 
Shaw said. “‘Don’t worry about getting me any lizards; I don’t 
even like to be caught in the same boat with them.”’ 


We soon shoved off again and now, at a respectable hour, the 
bass were ready and eager for combat. They were attacking all 
forms of lures and lizards. Shaw put on a fishing exhibition, and I 
soon quit keeping score. Reeder caught two six-pounders. With the 
aid of lizards, I hooked just as.many bass as Shaw or anyone else. 
But (see picture above) I caught only two, 


I don’t wish to dispute such an authority as Shaw, but there 
is more to catching fish than merely finding them. However, I 
would like to recommend lizards to Jones, Marion Johnson and 
other fishermen of our ilk. And don’t let anyone tell you that you 
can’t use lizards and still be a sportsman.
